Harrisburg, La., Feb. (I. - The public 
service commission ruled that railroad 
companies may issue tree; passes to 
their officers and employes to he used 
tor the transportation of the depend­ 
ent members of the family of sui It of­ 
ficers and employes. 
To the ruling is added the dec lara­ 
tion that the granting of these con­ 
cessions will not he regarded by the 
commission as a violation of the pro­ 
visions of tile public service company 
law. 
It also is ruled that the free trans­ 
portation furnished to policemen and 
firemen in the discharge of their pub­ 
lic duties is not such free transporta­ 
tion as is prohibited by the provisions 
of tile law. 
The commission did riot pass upon 
tile questions regarding reduced r.ites 
for clergymen, nor did it dispose of 
.several other propositions of a kindred 
nuiur*- concerning rates and fares. 
The ruling of the commission fol­ 
lows: 
“Numerous requests have been pre­ 
sented to tile commission by railroad 
and street railway companies and oth­ 
er persons interested for an adminis­ 
trative ruling upon the question a to 
whether or not the issuance of tree 
passes to officers 
and employe.- of 
railroad companies to lie used for the* 
transportation of dependent members 
of th** families of such officers and em­ 
ploye s, aud whether the according of 
free transportation of common car 
riers to policemen and firemen in the 
discharge of their public duties, are 
violations of the act of July ti. 1913, 
and known as ‘the public* service* com­ 
pany law*.’ 
“In this rase tile commission has 
concluded to rule administratively on 
Hie questions presented: 
"First 
Atter careful consideration 
the commission is of the opinion that 
the rpirit and true Intent and mean­ 
ing of the provisions of the* p tblic 
service company law of July 26, Ibis, 
arc* not mu Ii as to require the commis­ 
sion to regard as a violation of the 
law, the 
practice of railroad com­ 
panies of issuing free passes to their 
offlc ers and employes to he used for 
the transportation of tile dependent 
mem bf rn of tile families of such offi­ 
cers and employes, which practice has 
had th** sanction of custom since the 
adoption of the pa s provision of the 
constitution of IHT! and Hie act of 
June lo, IS74. passed to tarry that 
provision of the constitution into ef­ 
fect. 
"ft is therefore ruled that the grunt­ 
ing without unfair disc rimination by 
railroad companies of free* passes to 
their officers and employes, to he used 
for the transportation of the defend- 
ent members of the families of such 
officers and employes, will not Ie re 
garden! by the commission as a viola­ 
tion of the provisions of the law. 
‘The commission Is further of the 
opinion that free transportation with­ 
out unfair discrimination by common 
carriers, on behalf of the comme n 
wealth, or on behalf of any munici­ 
pality thereof, of policemen lr* Hie 
performance of their public duties, and 
similarly, fro** transportation, without 
unfair disc rimination, by common 1 ar- 
Hers, on behalf of any such municipal­ 
ity, of firemen In the performance* of 
their public duties, is not such free 
transportation as is prohibited by Hie 
provisions of tile public service com­ 
pany law, and will not he regarded by 
the commission aa a violation there­ 
of.”

A Crass Band Leads the Parade Haul­ 


ing 600,000 Rounds Across the Cor­ 


der. 


Nogales, Ari/., Feb. 6.— Mazatlan, an 
important seacoast port iii the state* of 
Sinaloa, fell into tile hands of t ’ar- 
ranza's forces, according to informa­ 
tion received in Nogales, Sonora, from 
rebel sources. 
The capture of Mazatlan places the 
brat seaport in the possession of the 
rebels. For months tile Cammed das 
have battled for Gnaymas, Sonora’s 
most important seaport, but without 
avail. 
The rebels had been investing Ma­ 
zatlan for some time, having captured 
Culiacan, the state 
capital, 
several 
weeks ago. Culiacan is north of Ma­ 
zatlan and it was used as a base for 
the rebel attack. 
The Federals had sent the larger 
part of their troops to the defense of 
(iuaymas, which they evidently sup­ 
posed the rebels would iirst try to in­ 
vest. 
Tills weakened tile garrison to 
such an extent that the rebel Dives­ 
ture was comparatively easy, although 
much hot fighting is said to have ac­ 
companied tile* fall of the port. 
The rebels used artillery, and their 
shells shattered many buildings. The 
rebels had the advantage of protect­ 
ing hills and the Federal gun fire* was 
not effective. 
Mazatlan is Hic* home of many rich 
Spaniards and Mexicans, and the fall 
of the town will place many of these 
people in a position where they may 
he* forced to contribute to the rebels. 
Mazatlan as a port sent cargoes to 
Mexican aud California ports. 
A Mexican brass 
band 
marched 
through the strceds of Brownsville, 
Tex., leading a parade of 
eight cm 
wagons loaded with ammunition, the 
iirst regular importation for tile Con­ 
stitutionalists 
of 
northeast 
Mexico 
since Hie lifting of the embargo by 
President Wilson. There were 600,000 
rounds in the wagons. They crosse I 
the Rio Grande* to Matamoras, head 
quarters of the Constitutionalists. 
Ah a sequel to the lifting of the em­ 
bargo on the exportation of arms in 
the United States, General Carranza's 
headquarters in Culiacan were flooded 
with telegrams from arms manufact­ 
urers in many parts of the world. Tile 
propositions offered showed that the 
Action of President Wilson had aided 
the credit of the revolutionary party. 
If, as expected, the United States 
delivers up the arms and ammunition 
confisc ated along the border since the 
beginning of the rebellion, Hie insur­ 
gents would have the elements neces­ 
sary to begin ut once an aggressive 
campaign. It was estimated that about 
one million cartridges and nearly throe 
thousand rifles have been confiscated 
by tile American authorities within a 
year.

Tile whole attitude 
of the prisoner was that as soon as he 
heard tile verdict a big load bad been 
lifted oft ills shoulders and he was ap 
parentlv happy in his misery. 
When Foreman E. Howard Under­ 
hill in a clear voice announced the 
verdict of guilty, Schmidt, who had 
not been looking at the jurors, slightly 
turned his head and uttered a gut­ 
tural “ugh" and started to walk away 
from the Jury.

From then 
on there was a smile on Hie lace of 
the condemned man and he gave his 
pedigree in a clear voice.

He said he was 
born on Jan. J, 1881, at AschafTenbtirg, 
Germany, and that his parents were 
born in Germany. Who nasked his oc ­ 
cupation Sc hmidt in a low but distant t

After his pedigree was taken his 
counsel, Terrence J. McManus, then 
asked that sentence be de;erred until 
he would have a chance to prepare b b 
motions.
